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2, Tho chapter on Oaloutta Medical Institutions is now, tho subject having 
es ee eae th ina soparato annual report, ‘The increase in their 
number from 15 to 17 is due to the inclusion in 1900 of. tho Municipal and 
Dockyard dispensaries at Kiddexpor. The out-pationts for each of the three 
Yearp numbored 219,302, 251,822, and 258,615, respectively, giving an average 
3F'911,570, against 235,706 in the procoding triennium. The yer 1900 was 
Umhealthy, with a death-rate of 43°32 per mile, bat in 1001 the increaso of 
attendance was still maintained, although the eneral health had much 
improved. There was a considerable decrease of indoor patients, but the num- 
der of out-pationts was kept up by the increased attendance of persons suffering 
from minor illnesses, ‘This is an indication of the increasing popularity of the 
“outdoor departments of the hospitals, of which the Modical College Hospital 
the most conspicuous, The Tnspe tor-General mentions three hospitals 
Hero the outdoor attendance fell off in 1901, and there seem to have been 
“Gofects in the management, abont which enquiries will be made. 
‘The number of indoor patients was highest in 1900, owing to the un- 
* noalthy conditions of the year. "In 1901 there was a decrease from 28,372 to 
25,080, ‘Thore is a considerable disproportion betwoen the number of beds 
available and the requirements in tho different hospitals. In the Campbell 
Hospital there are 752 beds, of which 428 wore occupied on an average, and 
in the Presidency General Hospital there are 234, of which 154 were occupied. 
There wore on an average 600 unoccupied beds in the different institutions. 
The popularity of the Sambhu Nath Pandit Hospital resulted in overcrowding 
both in 1900 ‘and 1901, and further accommodation is being provided. The 
Dufferin Victoria Hospital in 1901 increased its number of patients from 158 
to 382, 

‘The rate of mortality among patients was 14°60, 17°57, and 15°70 in the 
three! years. “A disproportionately high ratio is roturned every year from the 
Campbell and Howrah General Hospitals, but the Inspector-General is satisfied 
that this is due to the large proportion of moribund patients admitted into 
these institutions. 

8. It is with satisfaction that the Lieutenant-Governor observes the 
restoration of public confidence in the hospitals which tho plague seare in 
1898 had seriously impaired, Evidence of this is given by the increase in the 
number of women and children treated from 39,706 and 47,977 in 1898 to 
49,095 and 60,130, respectively, in 1901, and by the steady increase in the 
number of {capraegl treated for local diseases and injuries, whose attendance is 
unaffected by the prevailing health conditions of the year. 

4. In paragraph 18 of his report the Inspector-General gives some 
account of the diseases most prevalent during the trieunium, ‘There was a 
Acorease in 1001 of malarial fover and dysentery cases, Cholera was epidemic 
in 1900 and small-pox in 1901. It is noticeable that disorders due to poisoning 
havo steadily increased, and somo inquiries are desirable on the subject. 
cap noation is needed of the considerable increase of tuberculous diseases 
and cases of corcbro-spinal fever, which aro noticeable features of tho period 
‘under report.

the progress inde in resent yearsihas, on the whole ee ine 
trl that tho “xisting di enéaries serve a lurgor area than in other provinces, 
and that the average attendaneo at éach is lower than in any other provinee 
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except Bombay. This the Inspector-General attributes partly to tho fact 
that the proportion 6f rural to Pe population is greater in Bengal than in 
other parts in India. But a more potent reason, as has on former occasions 
‘eon pointed out, is the fact that the medical demands of the Provinee ure to 
a large extent met by the native practitioners, who are to be found in every 
town or large village, and who do a groat doal of free work for the poor 
During the last five years the outturn of qualified practitioners fromthe 
medical schools of Bengal was three times "that of the medical schools of 
Bombay and the Panjab. It docs not appoar that much has boom done 
to carry out the proposals to supply medicino-chests to villago headmen, or to 
arrange for visits by dispensary offcors to neighbouring markets, and the report 
contains 80 little information ‘on these subjects that the Lieutenaat-Governor 
invites the Inspector-General to give him more details as to the areas im 





Which the experiment}has succeeded. ‘The plan was well meant, and expe: 


rience may givo useful suggestions. 

Not only aro-dispensaries more numerous, bat the number of  pgtignts 
treated has increased in a more than corresponding ratio. The total hember 
of pationts treated during the threo years was 10,470,463, against 8,398,507 jn 
the preceding triennium, showing ‘a ratio per’ cent. of population of 4-72 
against 3:95. During 1901 tho percentage of population treated roso to 5°02, 
‘The chief increase was in outdoor patients, as in Usloutta, which. is « 
proof that the attention to small amenities, and the respoct to class and caste 
Prejudices, which Colonel Hendley has assiduously inculeatod, have resulted ix 
an undoubted growth of popularity. ‘This is alao proved by the inoreasod 
attendanco of women and chikiran by 28 and 31 per cent., respectively, over the 
numbers in 1807. As is natural, charitable relief is much moro sought in urbax 
than in raral areas. Some remarkable variations are, howover, showns the 
percentage of patients to population being as high as 351°13 in Nonkhali and 
as low as 11°46in Khardaba and 16-75 in Pari. The Inspector-General is 
making inquiries into the causes of these low retarns, bat i will probably be 
found duoto the different methods of calculating the population served. by 
the dispensaries, 

The ‘number of indoor pationts increases slowly, and tho daily average 
rose from 1,976 in 1899 to 2,177 in 1901. The number of beds available rose 
from 3,436 to 3,628. Attempts are being made to make the indoor wards mors 
popular by providing separate quarte: for pauper and moribund patients, and 
this has been dono in 22 dispensaries. ‘The Inspector-General attributes the 
increased attendance in certain institutions to improvements in administration 
and management, and the Lioutenant-Governor will gladly help to mako. those 





more general. The death-rate of 1901 was considerably lower than that of the _ 


receding years—a result also attributed to improved management. There. hes 
esr acm Tnocease of surgionl wack et a clearly capable of expansion.

It is unsatisfactory to find that Civil urgeons haye been less active in 
inspections during tho’ past year, and Government awaits the report on the 
subject which the Inspector-General proposes to fumish after taking the 
explanations of the officers in default. 

7. ‘The number of dispensarios managed by local bodies has consider ably 
increased, the most noticeable feature being the rapid growth from 
157 in 1898 to 205 in 1901 of institutions under tho management of District 
Boards. Tho Licutenant-Governor is pleased to see that the complaint sale 
in tho last triennial report of lack of interest on the part of loot authontos 
is not repented. “Tho income contributed by local funds to modical institutions, 
which in 1898 w: about 4} lakhs, emcee: in 1901 to over 5} lakhs, In the 
matter of management, eeaere st improvement has been effected by 
placing ev: lispens where possible, under a committee, representative not 
only of raph earaed Tocal nuthosity, bat also of the general public. ‘This 
Policy has been generally carried out, though tho Inspector-General iontions 
ortain places which for no apparent reason aro still backward. sn this matter 
In some cases the Committoos have not worked well, and it is hoped that

Wan main object of appointing Committees i8 to interest the public 
in the "a, Teingewsct of the dispensaries and to ingroase subscriptions. 
The financial results of the triennium show that this arrangement has been to 
some extent sucoosful, OF the total income of dispensariés, wxcluding the 
vutta institutions, which for the three years a Rs, 11,283,534, an aver- 
ageamount of Rs. 2,90,022, or 25°7 per cent., accrued from subscriptions, which 
sew amount to over 3 lakbs, against 2} lakhs in the procoding tricnnium, In 
addition to the subscriptions many special donations were received, which are 
ot included in the returns. “The Lieutenant-Governor fully concurs in 
Colonel Lendley’s appreciation of these individual gifts, but he agrees with 
hhim that there should be a larger number of regular subscribers among all 
s classes. -This is particularly the caso in Calcutta, where the average amount of 
subscriptions during the triennium was Rs. 14,486, or only a little over 1 per 
© cout. of the average income, of which sum over Rs. 12,000 was subscribed 
by Europeans. Reccipts from the nutive eommunity, the ‘Lieutenant-Governor 
ts 40 observe, auuually diminish, He is constrained to share Colonel 
Héndley's opinion that the income derived from charity is ‘not worthy sighs 
‘capital of India. Government contribated nearly 74 per cent. of the whole 
jncome of the Calcutta medical institutions. In the mufassal nearly 60 per 
font. of fhe cost is borne by local funds, the ineome from which, as 
aliendy indicated, shows a satisfactory increase, The average contribution 
from Uovernment amounted to Re, 1y15,140, o about 10 per cont, of the 
total income. 

9. ‘The expenditure on dispensaries has incroased from Rs. 8,060,400 in 
1898 to Rs, 10,40,168 in 1901. . ‘The increase is due mainly to the addition of 
now dispensaries and to the higher rate of contribution to the pay of Civil 
‘Assistant Surgeons, while additional miscollancous expenditure was incurred 
on improvements in furniture and other matters intended to render the dispen- 
surics more comfortable and attractive. ‘The cash balance rose from Rs, 45,000 
in 1808 to Rs. 1,41,485 in 1901, It is not clear why this balanco, which in 13 
per cent. of the total expenditure, should be eo large. ‘The investments of 
dispensaries inereased during the three years by over 24 lakhs. In Calcutta 
the charges were largely increased by heavy expenditure in each year on 
uildings, particularly in connection with the Medical Colloge Hospital and the 
Presidency General {iospital. ‘The opening of the new block in the latter 
Hospital, ‘the additions to the staff, and other improvements have supplied a 
mueb-folt want. 

10, ‘The period covered by the review was one of considerable adminis 
trative progross. Among the teforms effected is the improvement in the 
Paaiton and prospects of ‘the Subordinate Medical Service, which the Inspector- 

jonoral confidently anticipates will have an important bearing on the workin, 
of hospitals and dispensaries, Among other innovations are the transfer 
the control of Medical Education from the Director of Public Instruction to

In order to check unlicensed recruiting in the Sonthal Parganas, the 
Commissioner of Bhagalpur has directed that a list of the licensed recruiters 
be sent to all thanas, pargunaits, and other leading persons once in six months, 
so that it may be known who are licensed to recruit, and that information 
may be given about unlicensed recruiters, 

Several cases of infringement of rules having been reported by the 
Emigration Officers at Katihar, Goalundo, and Jatrapur in respect of railway 
coolies, the provisions of the law were pointed out to the Agent, Assam- 
Bengal Railway, and he was requested to instruct the railway contractors 
nd labour agents to build ond soaintain properly-equipped rest-houses at the 
several halting pliees on the emigration routes. 

10. On the whole it may be said that the year was one of transition to 
a state of more complete supervision and control of recruitment in those 
districts, viz, the Sonthal Parganas and the districts of Chota Nagpur, in which 
past experience has shown increased m to be necessary in order to 
prevent abuses of recruiting among simple and ignorant people.

“The Annual Report on the Reformatory Schools at Alipore and Hazari- 
bogh*hagthis year been curtailed in accordance with the instructions issued. 
‘The Lieutenant-Grovernor has no objection to the maximum length of the report 
being fixed at six instead of fqur pages. 

“‘Phis’is the second year of the working of the two Schools under the 
Edueatiori Department. - 

2. Admissions.—It is satisfactory to observe that the number of admissions 
fell from 128 in 1900 to 120 in 1901, but the number is still large as conipared 
with the admissions in 1898 and 1899. ‘The Boards of Managoment, as desired 
in last year’s Resolution, examined the admissions for 1900 to ascertain 
whether anv of the boys could not be more suitably dealt with under the 
provisions fomyouthful offenders. ‘The result of this examination led to the 
release of 4 boys from the Hazaribagh School. ‘The Licutenant Governor 
requests that the” Boards of Management will continue to carefully scrutinise 
all admissions, and report to Government any cases of boys who, in their 
opinion, could have been more suitably discharged on probation of good 
conduct under section 562 of the Criminal Procedure Code or after due admoni- 
tion under section 31 of the Reformatories Act of 1897. It has been ascertained 
from the judicial returns for the year that 256 offenders, probably in most cases 
juvenile, were dealt with during the year under section 562 of the Criminal 

rrocedure Code, and 44 were discharged after admonition or wore delivered to 
parents and guardians under section 31 of Act VIII of 1897. With reference 
to the Director's remark that the Board of Management of the Alipore School 
tre of opinion that it is not dosiruble to sond boys to a Reformatory on fet 
conviction, or boys below ten years of age, it must be pointed out that the 
Licutonant-Governor has decided that no such absolute instructions can properly 
‘be issued to the Courts. 

3. Health, Diseipline, and Education —The health of the boys in both Schools 
was good; the admissions to hospital in the Hazaribagh School showed a slight 
increase. Punishments were more frequent in the Alipore School than’ at 
Hazaribagh, and discipline appears not to be so good in the former School. 
Satisfactory progress has been made in both Schools in elementary education 1 
drill and gynmasties are included in th training, and games are played. i 

4. Sidustries—In accordance with the system inaugurated Jast year of 
concentrating, us far as-possible, boys of agricultural castes at- Hazaribagh 
and those of industrial castes at Alipore, 41 boys were regularly employed ut 
Hazaribsgh on cultivation and 21 boys on market-gardening, but at certain 
seasons of the year nearly all the boys were employed on agricultural work. 
‘These arrangements are in accordance with the Lieutenant-Governor’s orders, 
but there has been great delay in_giving effect to them in the Hazribagh 
School. In the Resolution of 13th September the teaching of market-garden- 
ing was enjoined. A cultivator to teach -markot-gurdening was uot got till 
June 1901, and then was badly selected and was a failure. Government has not 
bo@n able to approve the propos of the Hazaribagh Board of Management to 
engage a gardener from Saharanpore. The object is not to teach the boys 
flriculture and horticulture, but to make them expert market-gardeners, “and 
for this purpose a good market-gardener of the Koeri caste from the neighbour- 
hood or from Bankipore is to be preferred to a Saharanpore gardener. 

‘There wae a considemble decrease at both Schoole in the ‘profits. from 
manufactures. ‘This was fully anticipated in the orders passed on the reports

Boards of Management todook out for ‘openings for the 
in last, year’s, Resolution that the Lieutenant-Governor no. exception. to 
the diminution of profits, from industries. He desires to say again emphati- 
cally that “such a diminution of profits should not be weighed t the 
reform which he has enjoined; and he regrets to notice that the ‘Board. of 
Management and the Superintendent at Aliporo did nothing during the year 
Z ee Yas Thad “auch at heart, Seventy-two -boys 
were taught cai at Alipore in 1901, against 60 in 1900 ; 19 were taught 
waa 83 and 48 were taught bookbinding, against 40. It is 
certain that there was mo such increase in the number of lads, who are 
carpenters and book-binders by caste, and that boys of those castes didnot 
reach anything like the numbers taught theso trades, Were these boys. taught 
the trades that would be likely to be usoful to them when they left. the School ? 
From page 4 of the report’ it appears that out of 125 boys released from 
ipore in the years 1898 to 1900, only 13 are_now following the trades taught 
to them in the School, | The figures above cited for the year under review show 
that this ill-sucoess is likely to be aggravated, and the Lieutenant-Governor 
in-ealls the very special attention of the Director and of the Board of 

fanagement to the subj 

9. Licesing.—In last year’s report it was stated that the Board of 
Management, Alipore, had taken no action in the important matter of Tieonsing 
boys out. ‘The Licutenant-Governor is therefore pleased to learn that during 
the year under review 5 boys from the Alipore School were licensed out for 
work in the Upper Hooghly Mills, and that there is a probability of the system 
being extended. It is not stated whether these boys were wanted for car- 
pentry or for weaving, and the presenee of this opening for employment 
‘accentuates the apparent absence of any arrangement to prepare lads for it. 
The Lieutenant-Governor is gratified to loarn that during the year under review 
34 boys as against 12 last year were licensed out from the Hazaribagh School, 
and lie congratulates the Board on the intelligenco and care with which they 
have ordered the arrangements of the School. When, as apparently at Hazaxi- 
bagh, an exhaustless field is opened out for employment in mining, carpentry, 
and blacksmith’s work, it is quite a matter for th Board's consideration, et they 
are satisfied as to the stability of the opening, to prepare more directly for 
It is true that this would be a divergence from the plan, by which the Haza 

sh School was to be a school for agriculture. But the whole object of the 
Schools is to fit tho lads to earn an honest livelihood ; and if local conditions 
ive a really valuable opening to that ond in other ‘directions, the Lieutenant- 
fovernor has no objection whatever to deviation from the general plan to 
utilize it. He trusts that the licensing system will become more popular. 
No corresponding advantage is to be gained by resort to the ancient appren- 
ticing system of 1850. By the apprentice system no wage, but only Loard, 
lodging, clothing, and instruction is socured for the bey. It is the direct aim 
of the School that the boy should £0 out instructed, 

6. Training of Boys—The efforts of the Educational Department to follow 
up the history of every boy for three years after his release were more success. 
ful during the year urider review than'in the previous year. The percontage of 
failure to trace out the boys after their release to the total number discharged 
in 1900 was 24 per cont. as against 84 and 33 per cent. in tho years 1899 
and 1898. The results are not, however, as satisfactory as thé! Lieutenant- 
Governor had hoped for. With an agency like the Edueational Depart- 
ment, which commands the sympathy of the people at large, there should be 
no excuse for failure to trace out aid account for neatly: the whole number 
of boys released. The Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the procedure now 
adopted of releasing boys in the presence of an Educational officer may lead to 
Letter rosults, but success depends on the personal aeal and interest talon in the 
matter by the Educational officer himself.

‘Though this was not explained in the Report, it has subsequently been 
clicited det the deereaeo under ‘Public and Local nuisanoes’ is fictitious and 
aati aeton-inclusion by the Chief: Presidency Magistrate undor this head 
ore dvonk and disorderly cases,’ which have this year for the first time been 
Grown unter the Police Act.

In hi®Report the Commissioner contents himself with briefly ascribing 
this noti¢eable deerease, as well as the little less marked diminution ju the 
‘Cruelty to Animals’ cases, to the gencral strike amongst carters and hackney- 
carriage drivers, which took place in Calcutta and its Suburbs in June 1901. 
merely noting that the average of offences reported under ‘Public and Local 
nuisances,’ ‘Police Act,’ and ‘Cruelty to Animals’ averaged 1,912 per month in 
the five months preceding the strike, and 731 per month in the seven ynenths 
which followed it, He has not discussed in the Report how far these significant 
figarea bear out the findings of Government ax to the causes which led to this 
widespread strike, though the desirability of such discussion would appear to 
be obvious. From subsequent communications, however, with the Commis- 
sioner, it appears that as regards the ‘Cruelty to Animals? cases, the number 
sent up by the Polic shows littl variation from that sont up by them in provious 
years, and that the decrease noticed is due to the employment by the Calcutta. 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals of fewer Agents, and to 
diminished activity amongst the nuinbers so reduced since the strike. ‘Ihe 
reasons for the decrease under this head are therefore to be sought, for 
outside the actual working of the Police, and need not be further examined 

here. 

‘The case with regard to the falling off of offences under the Police Act is 
different: tho Commissioner of Police attributes the result under this head to 
the fact tiat the men under him refrained from making arrests under 
clauses (3), (6), and (7) of section G6, Act IV of 1868, and the corresponding 
section in the Suburban Act, in order to minimise the chance of another striker 
the sections in question contain provisions against the driving of carts, 
carriages or vehicles on the wrong side of the road, the leaving of such con: 
veyances without duc control, and the obstruction of thoroughfares by such 
conveyances, The full enquiry into the strike of June 1901 brought out 
clearly that one of the chief causes which led to it was the habitual black- 
mailing by the Police of Ifackney-earriage drivers and carton in Calcutta: on 
the figures now under examination there can thus be set only one of two 
interpretations; either that the Culeutta Police misused their powers under the 
Act cyen more seriously than appeared from the facts and figures before the 
Committee which enquired into the strike, or that since the strike the Police 
have neglected to carry out the provisions of the law with regard to the regula- 
tion of traffic. It appears that the late Commissioner was of opinion that too 
much power was given to the rink and file of the Police, and gave them to 
understand that such cases should be dealt with by officers of the force only. 
‘Vhis was, it is stated, one cause of the decrease, another cause was that the 
Police were unnerved by the punishments inflicted on some of their numbex s0 
that they preferred to remain passive spectators of the infringement of the 
It is clear that they failed in the proper performance of their duties either before 
or after tho strike. ‘The Lieutenant-Goveror would huve been better pleased 
if the Commissioner's Report had contained some discussion of the facts, and 
he trusts that with improved supervision the Police will show more consistent 
work, neither excess of zeal nor neglect of their duties in future. 

It is understood that the Commissiover has now under examination the 
figures for the present year so far as they are available, and in view of the 
fact that there was within the last month a second, though abortive, attempt

‘sand prosecutions are seldom resorted to. ‘Thus! in 1900 there were 12,500 
license-tax prosecutions, and only 69 in 1901: the figures for 1900 wefe also 
swollen by 4,245 cases under tho old Act, all such cases being required by the 
law to be filed before Ist April 1900, 

4, Apart from the large decreaso in cognizable and non-cognizable 
“offences, thero is little in the report to call for notice. The Fire-Brigade did 
good work, and it is satisfactory to notice that there was no loss of life by 
fire during the year. ‘The fingorimpressions of 1,071 persons changed with 
offences against property were taken during the year, with the result that in no 
Jess than 763 cases the men concerned were identified in the office of the 
Inspector-General of Police. 

5. There were 62 false cases in the Town against 44 in 1900, and 20 in 
the Suburbs against 29 in 1900, It appears that of the five prosecutions for 
bringing a fulso change decided in the Town, in four a sentence of fine only 
was passed. The Lieutonant-Governor regrets to find that his remarks last 
year on the desirability of imposing a deterrent sentence, which a fine can 
often not be, in such cases have been so disregarded, and trusts he will not 
have occasion again to call attention to this matter, 

6, There has boon an increase from 2,979 to 3,321 in the number of 
fire-arms, rifles, guns and pistols imported, and from 782 to 838 in the number 
of weapons parchased in India by dealers, During the present year restric- 
tions have, however, been imposed on the importation of rifles, and of Govern- 
ment boro ammunition, as also on the sale and possession of uropean » 
revolvers and magazine pistols.

2. Veterinary Dispensaries —The year under review. was marked by an 
important increaso in the number of Yeterinary dispensaries from twelve to 
Rinotoon; and the number of patients trontod, viz, 787 in-pationts and 8,802 
outpatients, was more than double that of the preceding year. The Lieutenant- 
Governor has read with pleasure the good accounts given of tho vetorinary 
dispensaries at Howrah, Gaya, Sitamarhi, Darbhanga, Patna, Balasore, Dumraon, 
Mu: » and Chittagong, and he notices that at’ Monghyr the now dispen- 
|. Sty building has been built entirely from funds raised by public subseription. | 








ry ‘a Sate eo 
iSulty in its Resolution No, 4051, dated 10th December 1901, has under- 7 
‘ken on certain conditions to contribute one-half of th expenses incurred by 
District Boards in the maintenance of veterinary dispensaries and one-sixth in 
the case of dispensaries maintained jointly by District Boards and Munici- 
" palities. ‘The application from the Cuttack Dispensary for assistance is under 
cen serirplianic Diease,-The Goverment of India in oommenting on last 
year’s report expressed the fear that glanders is very rifo in Calcutta, and stated 
that they trusted that measures to check this disease would shortly be brought 
jntoforce. The figures available support the conclusion that glanders and 
farcy are prevalent both in Calcutta and in the districts. Altogether at the 
instance of publie officers 51 horses were destroyed on account of this aed 
last year. It bas been reported to the Government of India that, the introdue- 
‘tion of Act XIII of 1889 into Calcutta in er! of Act VIII (B. C.) of 
1880 will involve an annual expenditure of Rs. 10,000 with a probable increase 
in the near future, and that therefore on financial grounds its introduction 
‘must await the next revision of the Provincial contract, 

‘The year under review showed a marked decrease in reported cattle- 
disease; but rinderpest was again rife in Birbhum, and there were severe 
outbreaks in Khula, Gaya, and Hazaribagh, where the number of cattle 
attacked exceeded ¥,000. in each district. ‘In Murshidabad, Chittagong, 
Shahabed, Palamau, and Manbhum over 1,000 cases were reported in ead! 
district. ‘Tho Veterinary Assistants were able to immunise 12,829 head of 
cattle during the year, and could have done more work undor this head if more 
serum had been available, It is satisfactory that there was no friction between 
the operators and the owners of cattle. : 

Under recent orders from the Goyernment of India instruetion in rind 
inoculation will in future be imparted to veterinary assistonts at Muktesar and 
Bareilly. It has accordingly been arranged to send this year four assistants 
monthly for instruction until 24 have been trained. 

4,” Improvement of siock.— It is trusted that the attempt made by the impor- 
tation by the Civil Veterinary Department and by the District Board of Patna 
oof Australian cows and bulls to improve the Patna breed of milch eattle may be 
successful. Of the animals imported by the Veteriuary Department, two 
unfortunately died soon ufter their arrival. 

5. The Veterinary College-—V'he session opened with 47 students in the 
three classes, of whom 5 were Muhammadans. Withdrawal and removal 
reduced the total number to 35. ‘The results of the examination at the end of 
the year were creditable both to the students and the lecturers. All. the 
students in the three classes held stipends provided either by Government or 
| District Boards and Municipalities or private individuals. Since the close of 

the year the rules for admission to the College have been revised, and the 
curriculum of studies modified on the lines suggested by the Umballa Vetotinary 
Conference of 1900, 

8. The Beigachia Injirmary.—Thore was a decrease in the number of in- 
patients and out-patients in the Belgachia Infirmary, which has not been 
explained either by the Superintendent or by the Director of Land Records. 
‘The fees for admission have, however, been recently reduced in the caso of 
Horses und ponies belonging. to persons of small means and hi cari 
drivers, and the feo charged to eartmen, goalas,, and alloc drivers for 
the treatment of their cattle has been reduced by one-half. ‘This should improve 
the use of the institution, 

7. Financial—'lhe cost of maintaining the Department exceeded that of 
last yenr by about fs, 11,000. This was chiefly dug to ineroased establishment, 
mereaced travelling of tho Inspectors, inexeased vont of land charges on account 
of fencing the College grounds, and parchase of models and spesinons,
